| NTERI M SUPERI NTENDENT CARTER: Thank you,
President Foreman. |It's been trenmendous for nme
t hese past 31 years, alnost 40, if you include ny
time in the Marine Corps. So public service isn't
easy, but it's nore than a calling. It's just -- |
can't really describe it, but |I've enjoyed every

nmonment of it, and | woul dn't change anythi ng over
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the |l ast 40 years for anything.

So it's been ny honor and pleasure to
work with the Police Board and the many comrunity
organi zati ons and groups and citizens throughout the
Cty of Chicago throughout ny tenure.

So | thank you, everyone, for all the
support you' ve given nyself, the Chicago Police
Department, and everybody in public safety trying to
make Chicago a safer place for everyone.

Pl ease, just let nme get right into
tonight's remarks. Once again, thank the Board and
all the nenbers of the conmunity who are here for
this nonth's neeting. As President Foreman just
said, ny last official day with the Chicago Police
Departnment will be May 15th. Bittersweet, but |
know I' m | eaving the Departnent set up for a
successful future, so I'mconfident in that.

It's been one of ny greatest honors in
life to serve the City as well as our nation.

Qur great work together is going to
i npact Chicago's Police Departnent. It will always
matter in the lives of communities and fell ow
Chi cagoans. So everyone here, thank you for the

public safety and strengthening this Departnent.
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The nmen and wonen of Chicago Police
Departnment are commtted to serving and protecting
all residents and businesses of the City of Chicago.

In this past weekend, we saw hundreds
of teens and young adults gathered downtown. It's
unfortunate sone of them engaged in violent and
di sruptive behavi or.

As we | ook towards sumrer, | want to
enphasi ze we will continue working al ongsi de
communi ty organi zations, diverse |eaders, youth
outreach workers, anyone we can that can help
provi de safe spaces and alternatives for our youth
across the Gty of Chicago. So we are trying to
ensure these resources are available to protect
t hose visiting Chicago, who are |iving here, working
in areas near the large gatherings. So from an
i ncreased police and conmand staff presence at these
gat herings cityw de throughout these strategic
support centers, we will be nonitoring al
activities. Al our police caneras will be able to
ensure we allocate positions, all our resources
t hroughout the Gty as necessary. But l|ike | always
say, we will not and we cannot tol erate any type of

reckl ess and dangerous behavi or and activities from
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our youth or anyone putting thensel ves and i nnocent
people in harm s way.

| want to be clear, everyone is
wel comre downt own, but anyone engaging in crim nal
activity will have to be held account abl e.

Ri ght now, year to date, our hom cides
are down 10.8 percent. Shootings have decreased
about 9.8 percent. The nunber of shooting victins
fell 12.5 percent cityw de conpared to the sane tine
frame in 2022. The Chicago officers have taken over
3100 guns off the streets since January 1st. And
just this past weekend al one, we recovered over 100
firearms cityw de

CPD al so remai ns focused on the top 55
beats. W're actually going to try to expand those
to the top 100 a little bit later, just before
sumer, but for nore than half of where the City's
violent crine occurs, we continue to view strategic
depl oynents and focus on those | ocations.

We're conmtted to ensuring Chicago
feels safe, whether it's in the public, in their
homes, or on public transportation. W have police
of ficers out and visible across the transit system

every day. Year to date, overall crinme is down 4
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percent on the public transit system as conpared to
the sane time frane in 2022.

We are steadfast in our efforts to
enhance public safety, engage in our comrunities and
transform ng our Departnent.

So at the begi nning of the week, the
Chi cago Police Departnent filed its status report
for the seventh i ndependent nonitoring report period
under the Consent Decree. During this period, we
revised and drafted new policies, reviewed key
topics. W included use of force and crisis
intervention, while continuing to prioritize
partnerships within the communities we serve. W
wi |l keep collaborating with residents on a better
way of serving and devel opi ng, enhanci ng our
policies that affect themand their famlies.

Since our |ast neeting, Chicago's
first responders and our residents were called to
rally together again in a terrible set of
ci rcunst ances no one coul d have i magi ned. The
Chicago Fire Departnent lost two firefighters
back-to-back, one day apart, Firefighter Jernmai ne
Pelt and Lieutenant Jan Tchoryk in the same week.

Even nore heartbreaking, these tragic
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events as they unfolded just a day apart, the | ast
of whi ch happened five weeks ago, was O ficer Andres
Vasquez-Lasso who was killed in the line of duty.

So our City and the nation watched as
we laid Firefighters Pelt and Tchoryk to rest |ast
week and will always renmenber themas heros. And
the Chicago Fire Departnent is always there wth us
side by side in everything we do; that we wl|
continue to be there for them whether through our
presence and support of peer counselors. Qur proud
Chi cago Police Departnment was able to be there and
of fer additional support and resources for our
brothers and sisters.

W wi il always be bonded by a call to
serve. W wll always be inspired by our commtnent
to the people of Chicago.

Once again, thank you. It's been ny
honor to be Interim Superintendent, First Deputy,
and ny entire career. So with that, | can't thank
everyone for all the outpouring of support, words of
encour agenent, texts, e-nmails, and phone calls, and
| plan to continue to support not only the work of
this Board but the Chicago Police Departnment and the

entire City of Chicago as best | can. Thank you
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agai n.

out on our statistics over the last nonth, as | do
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at every Police Board neeting.

In the last nonth, we have received
510 conplaints and notifications. 97 of those
remai ned under COPA jurisdiction, neaning they fel
under our specific guidelines of what cases we
i nvestigate, and others went to the Bureau of
Internal Affairs or other external entities for
further investigation.

As we typically see nonth over nonth
t he hi ghest kind of conplaint, 45 percent of our
conplaints that stayed under COPA's jurisdiction
wer e, again, inproper search or seizure or your
Fourth Amendnent all egati ons.

We al so received three
of fi cer-invol ved shooting notifications in this |ast
nmonth. And we're able to conclude two
of ficer-invol ved shooting cases that are with the
Departnment for their review

Additionally, of all the cases that
we cl osed, our sustained case rate renai ned at
around 15 percent, which is in line with the
nati onal average. And we al so had one video
rel ease.

Speaking a little bit to the new
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Board nmenbers, to the extent they are not aware,
COPA is responsible for inplenenting the Gty's
vi deo-rel ease policy.

So the City's video-rel ease policy
states that we, COPA, are to release and nake public
vi deos, audi o evidence, and witten docunentation
such as case reports, use-of-force, tactica
response reports, et cetera, any tine there's an
of ficer-invol ved shooting or some other fatality in
police custody or as a result of police action or
al so any sort of excessive force causing serious
injuries. So when those injuries arise, we are
mandated to rel ease under this policy within 60 days
those materials to the public, and that's often
where nedia outlets and other individuals pick up
that information. COPA doesn't release that
information with any sort of narrative or finding
associated with the materials; it's sinply objective
evi dence for the public to consune as our
i nvestigations are ongoing. So we had one such
video release in the | ast nonth.

Additionally, we were out and about
in the conmunity, kind of all over the place, but

t he aspect of our comunity engagenent |'d like to
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focus the nost on would be our COPA People's
Acadeny. | know we've tal ked about it at prior
Pol i ce Board neetings, and we just concluded the
fifth of six weeks this |ast Tuesday. As many of
you know, those engagenents are taking place at the
Bauer Pl umrer Joint Public Safety Training Center,
which is a great privilege for us to be able to
utilize that beautiful space. As part of the
broader public safety system | think it's inportant
for COPA to have a role and utilize that space. And
week after week we've had great turnout froml oca
community. W had over 90 applicants enroll in our
first inaugural class here from Chicago, and over 70
different folks fromaround the country that have
been participating virtually in our hybrid sort of
Zoom option, as well.

And so we've just really been
heartened by the engagenent that we've had with
i ndividuals, a lot of questions, a |lot of people
wanting to understand nore deeply and neani ngful ly
the work that goes on at COPA, as well as how we fit
into the broader public safety system

So really been encouraged by the

turnout. And often feel that community engagenent,
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educati onal opportunities, those conversations and
di al ogs that we have with nmenbers of the comunity,
that is what the work of reformoften | ooks I|ike.
It's about inform ng people, helping them understand
t he context within which incidents occur and nmaking
sure that they have facts and real information, not
assunptions or msinformation that may be avail abl e
in other forums. So it has really been a positive
experience. W will be offering it again in the
fall. And we've already had a | ot of outreach about
peopl e wanting to sign up in the future and even
some current attendees saying they' re sad that next
week is the last week. So | think it's been a
pretty big success for our first go-around, and we
are just excited to continue that program

Additionally, | would like to just
gi ve one kind of general operational update.

You know, in this Iine of work,
there's not often things that we all can agree on.
But one of the things that | think is pretty
unani nously agreed upon is that COPA needs to
continue to work to reduce the anount of tinme it
takes us to conclude these inportant investigations.

And so |'ve spoken before in the past about our
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casel oad, sort of our approach to how we are trying
to decrease that. And | do want to report at the
conclusion of the first quarter of 2023, which

wr apped up on March 31st, we were down to 1550
cases, which had been well over 1700 at the end of

| ast year, beginning of this quarter, and that's the
first tinme since before the pandem c where we have
had a casel oad that | ow.

So it's been several years -- it's
been back to 2019 since we've gotten our caseload to
that level. And we have a | ot of operational
i mprovenents and plans that we intend to continue
i npl ementing and rolling out over this next year to
continue that downward trend.

O ficers and conpl ai nants and i npact ed
parties and famlies deserve resolution on these
cases in a much faster tineline, and so that's just
sinply work that we must undertake and prioritize as
an agency. And, again, as | said, there's not a
whole ot that we always all see eye to eye on, but
this is certainly an area that we do.

So we're | ooking forward to conti nuing
our partnership with Bl A and ot her stakehol ders.

W' ve already had sone initial neetings about ways
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that we're going to continue to keep these nunbers
nmoving in the right direction, and we're just
excited about that as an agency. That's ny report.
Thank you for the tine.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Excell ent news, Chief. |
al so wanted to tell you that | was at a neeting at
the 3rd District two weeks ago and sat next to a
communi ty nmenber, soneone from Communities Organized
to Wn fromthe Chat ham community, who often cone to
the Police Board neetings, and they raved about the
acadeny. So keep up the good work. They wanted to
make sure that | knew that this was a great program
They wanted to make sure nore people fromtheir
community could get access to it, and they really
did like the new facility. So they definitely felt
that this was sonething for the people. So bravo.

CH EF KERSTEN: | appreciate that feedback.
And everyone participating in person is getting the
full tour next week of that amazing facility. |
think that's a great thing for Chicago, for folks to
know what's been built there. So thank you.
